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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues, "the Patent Office did not 
sufficiently explain reasons why one of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to select the cited references and to combine 
them to render the claimed invention obvious, the Patent Office did not show a proper prima facie case of obviousness." The Examiner 
respectfully disagrees with the Applicants statements. The Office would like to point out that Wright includes on/off valves 30 and 32 
which allows the pressurized solvent to be directed to the proper extraction oven. It is noted that these valves are located upstream of 
the extraction cell. These are not specifically in-line back pressure regulators but do allow for some pressure regulation to occur, on or 
off. Luque specifically teaches variable restrictors located downstream of the extraction cell, which are equivalents to in-line back 
pressure regulators and allow the desired pressure to be maintained in the dynamic system of Luque. In the Final Office Action, the 
motivation used to modify Wright to include a variable restrictor of Luque is to allow for precise changes in the pressure in order to 
provide for an exact pressure in the extraction chamber. Therefore a prima facie case of obviousness has been shown. 
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
